THE SOUTHERN POLICY, 


The best sign {or the new Southern pol- 


icy of the President in the flatter iu which 
the Democrats have been thrown by it. 
An influential Democratic leader from a 
Golf State lately said: 


"If Harrison persists in this policy ol 


turning down the negroes and beeping 
them out of office he will split the South 
for ns. Nine colored men ont of ten can't 
be driven ont of the Republican party, 
bat the ooe oat of ten who gets angry be- 
cause he can't get office will talk eo mnch 
about this being a white man's Adminis- 
tration that protectionist Democrats will 
believe him and flop over. As Boon as 
they get a good respectable white element 
in the Bepnbliean patty it will be so much 
easier for the others to join them. It will 
be a white man's party as muon as ours. 
On oar part, afraid of losing our districts 
and States, we will begin looking for Totee. 
We will seize on the disgruntled colored 
brother, and the purchasable or influential 
colored brother, and every other colored 
brother we can get hold of. When two 
parties, both led by good white men, begin 
polling for the colored vote, how long will 
it take to break down the race line that we 
now have in politics? And with protection 
constantly getting a firmer hold on onr 
manufacturing institutions, on onr mer 
chants and other employers, how long will 
it be till we have Bepnbliean States in the 
Sontb? In my opinion this new policy of 
Harrison's is the strongest administrative 
movement made with reference to the 
South since the biith of the Bepnbliean 
party, because it opens a way into that 
party for men of influence and following 
who are already ha!f inclined to make the 
change. With two white men's parties in 
the Sooth, such as we shall sorely have if 
Harrison's policy become Bepnbliean doc- 
trine, the race question will be removed 
from politics, all fear ol local negro rule 
will be dissipated, and the party that shall 
gain and hold ascendancy in the National 
Administration will have the best chance 
for ascendancy even in the Sontb." 


The views of this prominent Democrat, 


whose name would attract attention if it 
could be given in this connection aie in- 
dorsed l>y Bepreaentative Coleman: 
"I 


have discoverer)," says Mr. Coleman, 
"that many of the best white men of the 
South are tired of voting the Democratic 
ticket, weary of their allegiance to a party 
that is simply a party of obstruction, re- 
action, inaction. 
They want to accom 


phsh something for themselves, they want 
to (eel that they ate members of a political 
party which is moulding the lavs and the 
policy of their country, and the feeling is 
becoming general among them that as long 
us they remain with the Democrats they 
are practically buried and without voice or 
power. No matter what the Democrats of 
the North may think many of the Demo- 
crats of the South think the Bepnblioani 
are again in power to stay a dozen or 
twenty years." 
, It may be asked if the President's policy 
^means abandonment of the negroes as Na- 
tional Republicans, refusal to them of en- 
couragement and recognition. No such 
interpretation is justified by the facts. 
The President, however, ia nnable to see 
what colored Federal officeholders have 
done either to uplift their race or help 
their party, and be does not believe that 
with the colored race on its trne level in 
politics, with their votes and good will 
sought by both parties instead of being 
spumed aa loathsome and repellant by a 
majority party and traded upon as the 
politics! capital of a few professional 
leaders of a minority party, their condition 
must naturally become improved and their 
relations with the superior race become 
more pleasant and advantageous. 


To Elect Senator Call'* Successor. 


Fig., April 9.— There is 


considerable interest in the State over a 
proposition to elect Senator Call's suc- 
cessor by the Legislature notr assembled. 
Senator Call's term expires March 4, 1891. 
Another Legislature will be elected in 
November, 1890, and there will bo thirty 
days' interim between the end of Senator 
Call's term and the regular session of the 
Legislature elected in 1890. 


A Flea for Major Batbbone. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Senator Stewart 


called on Secretary Blaine to-d»j and 
Mked that J. L. Bathbone be retained in 
bis place as Consul-General to Paris at 
least until after the Paris Exposition is 
held. Mr. Blaine said that he had heard 
nothing derogatory of Maj. Bathbone, and 
that the President would not be in haste to 
remove men who were faithfully discharg- 
ing their duties.

How the Government's Belekie Would 


Affect Nevada. 


Tbo concluding portion of Senator Stew 


att'a speech on the indebtedness of the 
Pacific railroads, delivered in the Senat 
on the 9th of February, is as follows: 


It undoubtedly would be better to dis- 


charge tho debt at once on condition o 
reduction of farea and freights than to en 
force its payment and thereby impoverisl 
the country through which the road passes 
but my opinion is that it would be bette 
to use the debt for the improvement of th 
road, the construction of branch roads an< 
irrigation works, and also to require 
cheaper fares and freights. 


As I before remarked, Great Britain 


started first to build railroads, and bull 
them all through India. They foncd that 
the roads without irrigation were useless 
and they then devised a scheme to irrigate 
the land BO as to supply business for their 
railroads. They first estimated one bun 
dred and fifteen millions for irrigation. 
Much more than that has already been 
expended, and the result has been en- 
tirely satisfactory. 


In the railroads and in the vrorks of irri- 


gation they constructed they spent 
thousand millions in round numbers, ani 
they increased very mnch the revenues of 
India. I do not propose appropriations 
by this Government on any such scale, but 
I claim that it is wrong to tax a portion of 
the arid region to pay for a great national 
enterprise, in which the whole country is 
interested, and oppress the people and 
prevent its development. But inasmuch 
as the Government has received Us con- 
sideration I say use every dollar of this 
money for public improvements in thai 
country under such regulations a*.- Con- 
gress may hereafter prescribe. In that 
way we shall have carried out the original 
design of the act and at the same time de- 
velop the interior of the country, and the 
resulting benefit to the United States will 
be immense. 


About 300 niileu of the Central Pacific 


Railroad is in 


THE VALL1Y OF THE BUMBOLDT, 


In Nevada. The valley, before any por- 
tion of it was irrigated, was the most for- 
bidding in appearance of any section of 
tho overland line. A small part of it has 
been irrigated and it has proven to be 
equal in fertility to any land in the United 
States. There is sufficient water running 
to waste in the Hnmboldt river and its 
branches to irrigate this entire valley. If 
this water were stored and conducted over 
the land by proper hydraulic works during 
the irrigating season at least 4,000,000 
acres of land coald be reclaimed in this 
valley alone. The irrigated land would be 
north at least $50 an acre and would sup- 
port a population of more than 300,000. 
The entire farm area of Massachusetts, 
according to tks Tenth Census, is not 
equal in extent to the land susceptible of 
irrigation in the Humboldt valley alone. 


A few millions of 


THE DEBT OP THE OEKTBAL PACIFIC, 


If used in works of irrigation for this val- 
ley, would create wealth and support a 
population sufficient to contribute an- 
nually to the revenues of the United States 
more money than could be collected from 
the company by any funding bill that 
could be devised. The Central Pacific 
Bailroad, aa before stated, occupies this 
valley. There is no inducement for a 
parallel road; and in many places the 
road occupies the sites which will ulti- 
mately have to be used for reservoirs, etc., 
and the road-bed must be changed before 
the valley can be reclaimed. If the Gov- 
ernment insists upon the payment of the 
debt without any portion of it being ex- 
pended for the development of the country 
or the improvement of the road, the road 
will remain where it is, and the greater 
portion of this valley will also remain a 
deeert.

Here again is a 
vast area of several hundred thousand 
acres of land that can be easily reclaimed 
by storing the flood water in the mountain 
lakes and distributing it by canals on the 
fertile lands below.

If the policy I indicate could be pursued 
Nevada in a very few veers would be a 
wealthy and populous State, and the reve- 
nues she would pay to the Government 
would far exceed the amount of money 
that can be collected by the proposed 
tending of the debts of all the aided roads 
combined.

President Harrison. It rany be claim* 
indeed that Cleveland, in making Manning 
editor of the Albany Argus, Secretary o 
the Treasury, and giving the Mugmum 
New York Times, the Consul tteneraUhi 
at Borne, inaugurated the policy of appoinl 
ing representatives of the metropolitan 
press to high office, yet he did not cany i 
to a noticeable extent or give it (he extra 
ordinary emphasis ithks received from 
President Harrison. Lincoln, Grant an 
Garfield contented themselves by givin 
small offices to country editors, while leav 
ing the leading press to exercise free speeo 
uninfluenced by fear of disfavor or hope o 
reward. Hayes, if we mistake not, offerei 
the German or Austrian mission to White 
law Keid, of the New York Tribune, bn 
when it was declined on the ground tha 
the editor could serve the Administrate 
better at home than abroad, no furthered 
oial honors were tendered the metropolitan 
press. 


General Harrison is laid to hold that th 


metropolitan Bepnbliean journals are tb 
immediate representatives of great Bepub 
lioan constituencies, and that honors can 
be appropriately paid their editors not onlj 
in their personal capacity bat on aoconrj 
of the people behind them. This is a the 
ory captivating to many editorial minds 
and has aroused the interest of thousand 
of subscribers who are deeply concerned on 
behalf of their favorite journals.

Other editors, snre 
warded as yet, but with ambition excited 
by the Harrison policy, aro busy with sol 
phrases and seek to give no offence to the 
President or Senate. Journals heretofore 
fearless and independent are now noted for 
a remarkable silence or a singular mildness 
of utterance as to all matters affecting tb< 
President or the Senate. As a "spell 
binder" the President has worked greate 
wonders that all the member* of Cuaonce; 
Depew's organization of oampaigu speakers 
Only a mouth in office and the Presiden 
aas a number of the metropolitan journal 
thoroughly spellbound.

Perhaps the President will soon see tha 


Whitelaw Beid was right twelve years ago 
when he told Hayes he could aem the 
party and the Administration better as an 
independent editor than ss a Federal offlci 
holder. Doubtless the spellbound newspa- 
pers have the heart to serve the President, 
bat they are faint even in praise. 
Grati- 


tude for reward forbids them to criticise, 
while the consciousness that the people re- 
gard their motives with mistrust, makes il 
impossible for the spellbound press to de- 
feud or praise the Administration heartily. 
An editor with an office can hardly dare 
give the Administration hearty commenda- 
,iou. He might face Democratic jiers but

A BALL OF FIRE. 


A Peenlter 
Phenomenon WitneeMd 


During • Storm at Sea. 


N«w YOBI, April 13.—The Captain of 


the British ship Tropic, which vessel has 
just arrived, had a terrible eiperisnoe in 


eltctno storm 
off 
Hatteras. The 


Captain says that after a terrible thunder- 
clap cama an illumination euch as no man 
on his vessel ever saw before. The sea 
became fiery red and then darkened to the 
hue of blood. A terrible hissing sound 
was heard, which came apparently from 
overhead. It grew in volume and the illu- 
mination swiftly increased until tbe light 
became so brilliant that none of the crew 
could distinguish anything but spafks of 
fire. A huge red ball of fire appeared 
overhead, apparently as large as a big 
balloon. 
It came in a slanting direction 


toward tbe vessel and fell into tbe ocean 
only a few yards from the steamer, filling 
the air with flakes of fire. Millions of 
sparks fell in the wake of the fire-ball, 
illuminating 
the 
steamer for 
several 


moments. What this phenomenal appear- 
ance was Captain Barber cannot tell, 
unless it was a meteor.

the work which it will perform the coming 
Summer in investigating the arid regions 
and ascertaining what can be accomplished 
by irrigation. 
A few representative locali- 


ties will be surveyed under the direction 
of Major Powell. Among these localities 
are the Trnckee and Carson rivers, the 
San Joaqr-n valley in California, and 
along tbe 
• uake river in Idaho. 
The 


storage capacity of tbe points which sup- 
ply tbe waters of tbe Trnckee river will 
be examined and surveyed, and sites for 
reservoirs located. 
Ditches and canals 


for distribntion of the water will also be 
surveyed, so as to show what lands along 
the river can be irrigated when water is 
stored. 
The cost of the works will also be 


estimated, so that persona desiring to re- 
claim land will know iu advance what the 
expense will be. 


It is possible that next season the Bnm- 


boldt and its tributaries may be included 
in the work of the survey, and it is also 
probable that more and bettor facilities 
for storing water will be found along these 
streams than elsewhere in Nevada. It is 
at least three hundred miles from the head 
of the Hnmboldt to the sink. 
Much of 


this distance is valley, which requires only 
water to make it as productive as any on 
the Coast. 
This valley is broken at in- 


tervals by canyons where dams could be 
erected and immense reservoirs created, 
but to do that, property would have to be 
condemned and purchased by the State or 
General Government.

Magnetic Oxide. 


It has long been known that rails of 


tracks in actual use oxidate much dower 
than those of dead tracks, but so far no 
satisfactory explanation has been found. 
\V. Spring, in Ihe Bulletin of the Royal 
Belgian academy, shows that this is due 
to the formation of a coating of mag- 
netic oxide of iron under the influence of 
humidity and pressure. 
In order to 


prove the correctness of this view, Mr. 
Spring has brought moistened rust and 
a clean plate of iron under a pressure of 
from a thousand to twelve hundred at- 
mospheres, which corresponds to that of 
the wheels of a locomotive of a thousand 
hundredweights. He found that the 
rust powder had penetrated the iron, and 
formed a coating of magnetic oxide.— 
Science. 


A Novel Hotel Swindle.

worked a new racket on me the other 
day," said a New York hotel man. "He 
registered, got a good room and threw 
down two railroad checks for his 'lug- 
gage,' which he ordered sent upstairs to 
him.
